DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-8, 10, 12-15, and 17 are pending in the instant application. 
Claims 1-8, 10, 12-15, and 17 are allowed. 

Response to Amendment and Arguments/Remarks 

Applicant's amendment, arguments/remarks, terminal disclaimer, the 
declaration by Dr. Wolfgang Thielert, and the declaration by Dr. Heinz Kehne 
were all fully considered and entered into the application. In regards to the 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of claims 1-5, 7 and 10, Applicant argues that "the Office 
has used impermissible hindsight to conclude that the compounds of the present 
invention are rendered obvious over the cited art," "the compounds of Lieb and 
Fischer do not share the core structure of the claims compounds," and that 
"neither Lieb nor Fischer, therefore, cure the deficiencies of Takahashi." These 
arguments along with the declarations have been found fully persuasive and the 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection has been withdrawn. In regards to the provisional 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection of claims 12-14, this rejection has 
been overcome by the filing of the terminal disclaimer over Application No. 
10/542,513 and the provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
rejection has been withdrawn.

The claims have been amended as follows: in claim 12, line 3, replace the 
phrase "4-biphenyl-substituted-4-substituted pyrazolidine-3,5-dione" with "4- 
biphenyl-substituted 4-substituted pyrazolidine-3,5-dione". Also in claim 12, line 
4, after the phrase "derivative of the formula (I)" and before the comma, the 
phrase "according to claim 1" is added. The resulting line should read "derivative 
of the formula (I) according to claim 1 ,". 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The compounds, compositions and methods of using the compounds of 
instant claims (i.e. formula (I)) are novel and non-obvious over the prior art 
because of the structural limitation that the variable Y in the formula is optionally 
substituted aryl or hetaryl. The closest prior art is US Patent No. 6,180,568 which 




discloses compounds of formula (I) or wherein X is alkyl, 

haloalkyl or halogen (i.e. abstract). In other words, the X variable in US Patent 
No. 6,180,568 can not be aryl or hetaryl, therefore the compounds disclosed in 
US Patent No. 6,1 80,568 are not within the scope of the compounds of the 
instant claims nor are they obvious variants. The compounds disclosed in US 
Patent No. 6,180,568 have different properties than the compounds of the instant 
claims.
